IRVING CITY’S CRITIC. 


Actor Talks of “Jacks in Office” 
in Speech at Lilinois. 


“SPOT LIGHT” MARS SCENE. 


Strict Fire Regulation Urges Titled 
Player to Criticism. 


Stung by the smaliness of the audiences 
that had greeted him during the week, and 
his artistic sense shocked by the poor light 
effects of his production here of “‘ The Bells,” 
Sir Henry Irving last nfght made an attack on 
the city authorities and the safeguards they 
have placed about theater audiences since 
the Iroquois disaster. 

It was at the end of the third act of * Louis 
XI." at the Illinois theater, when the English 
actor was called before the curtain for a 
speech. The speech was made and it startled 
the auditors when it reached this plea: 

“And I would like it to be thoroughly under- 
stood by you that sometimes much injustice 
may be done by jacks in office. And I would 
earnestly beg of you to exert all your influ- 
ence to allay the feeling of panic which at 
present exists among the officials of your 
great city.’’ 


English Actor’s Sharp Remarks. 


‘Sir Henry began his fault finding with the 
following remarks: | 

“IT trust that you will not misunderstand m- 
if I refer to the recent fearful, lamentable 
disaster which occurred here—a disaster 
which was the result of panic. Panics are 
always terrible, and the disasters they pro- 
duce are always terrible. That which oc- 
curred casts no reflection on your city or on 
the theaters of your city, for it could have 
occurred in any other city of the world, and 
in a cathedral, in a church, orina railway 
station just as easily as ina theater. 

“But it has produced a panic—a panig 
among your officials, and I would ask you to 
use your influence directly and among your 
friends to allay as soon and so far as is pos- 
sible this feeling. of panic. For this panic 
has resulted in making this theater—a 
theater in one of the cities of a great republic, 
a court theater. It has caused to be closed 
certain portions of the house, and has made 
it impossible for many to attend. 


Orders Without Knowledge. | 


“We wish to produce a certain effect, we 
prepare our lights, and at the last moment 
some one or two persons suddenly appear and 
say tous: ‘ You cannot use that light.’ There 
is no danger in the light as used, and the per- 
son giving the order Usually knows nothing 
of its use, but we are forced to abandon it. 
We have tried to obtain certain artistic 
effects in our plays, but they have become 
largely impossible owing to these restrictions. 
Art effects are many of them made impossi- 
ble under such conditions.”’ 

Sir Henry asked to be excused from being 
interviewed after the performance last even- 
ing, saying that he had played two heavy 
roles since noon and was extremely weary.

BOW TO AMERICA, 


Russia Won Over to Hay’s Plan 
Regarding China by Influence 
of Her French Ally, 


ALL NATIONS ARE-IN CONCERT 


Remarkable Diplomatic Triumph by 
American President and Secre- 
tary in a Short. Time, 


MEANS WAR WILL BE BRIEF ONE. 


{BY RAYMOND.] 
Washington, D. C., Feb. 13.—| Special. ]— 


Secretary Hay’s “shirt sleeve diplomacy " 
has won again and the United states has 
suggested and in fact dictated a diplomatic 
solution of the far eastern question so far 
as neutral nations are concerned. 

Russia and France have agreed to the sug- 
ecstions in Mr. Hay’s note. The integrity 
of the central government of China is to be 
preserved. The dismemberment of the empire 
has been halted and probably prevented al- 
together and the two countries now at war 
have mutually agreed that so far as ordi- 
nary military operations will permit they will 
keep out of Chinese territory and not permit 
the war to extend beyond ordinary limits. 

M. Jusserand, the Franch ambassador, 
called upon Secretary Hay at his residence 
today officially to inform him of France's 
acceptance, and inferentially itis known that 
Russia's acquiescence will be communicated 
soon. 

Real Triumph of Diplomacy. 

Secretary Hay’s diplomacy, backed by the 
wise and judicious support of President 
Roosevelt, has scored a complete and de- 
cisive triumph, and the “localization of 
hostilities’ and the preservation of “ ad- 
ministrative entity" of China—two phrases 
unknown to diplomacy a few weeks ago— 
are now as closely associated with the name 
of John Hay as are “ Little Breeches "’ and 
“Jim Bludso.” 

The fairness and good faith of the United 
Stutes have penetrated even within the sus- 


piclous environs of St. Petersburg, and a 
diplomatic ‘tangle, which until a late hour 


this afternoon seemed impossible of solu- 
tion, has been suddenly cleared away to the 
peace and comfort of the unfortunate Chi- 
nese and to the glory and honor of the ad- 
ministration of President Roosevelt. 
Little Delay in Negotiations. 

The conferences between the powers by cor- 

respondence over the telegraph wires has

Buddhism, 
France Wins Russia to Plan. 

Just now there is the greatest diplcmatic 
activity between Russia and France. The 
French foreign office has been favorable to 
the suggestions of Mr. Hay.- It is believed 
at the state department on pretty good au- 
thority that France advised Russia to join 
in concurrent action with the neutral powers 
regarding the preservation of the integrity 
of the Chinese empire. 

The latest advices before the department 
closed were to the effect that Russia woutd 
agree to the suggestion of the United States 
on the understanding suggested by France 
that the term ‘‘ administrative entity "" was 
to be so constituted as not to prejudice the 
rights of any one to Manchuria, Corea, or 
@ther sections which recegnized the sover- 
eignty of China only in the most distant 
fashion. 3 

Russia’s Suspicions Removed. 

This attitude cf Russia is believed to have 
been brought about almost entirely by the 
friendly intercession of France, which has 
succeeded in removing suspicion of the mo- 
tives of the United States. Japan has al- 
ready agreed to the Hay note, and as soon as 
the formal reply from Russia is received all 
of the powers will begin to take conservative 


action. 7 
+ Administrative Entity’? Explained. 
It is understood Secretary Hay has found 

it desirable to submit both to France and 

to St. Petersburg an informal explanation or 
extension of his phrase ‘ administrative 
entity,’ which was intended clearly enough 
to mean that portion of the Chinese empire 
over which the active authority of the Pekin 
government has been and still is extended. 

It is more than probable that this phrase, 

which is entirely new to diplomacy, and 

which was coined for the express purpose of 
avoiding any reference to Manchurla and 

Corea, had been mistranslated in submitting 

Mr. Hay’s note to the executive authorities 

at Paris and St. Petersburg. It is believed 

here that when the proper translation is 
made, with the informal explanation. sub-

JAPS WANT CAPTIVES 


Demand Surrender of Refugees 
from Varig and Korietz. 


ALL ARE ON FOREIGN SHIPS. 


British Commander Refuses Until He 
Hears from Home. 


NAGASAKI, Feb. 14.—The survivors from 
the ariag and the Korietz, the Russian cruis- 
ers that were sunk by,the Japanese fleet at 
Chemulpo last Tuesday, still remain on 
board the British cruiser Talbot, the Italian 
cruiser Elba, and the French cruiser Pas- 
cal. The situation is” becoming acute, as 
the Japanese have twice made demands on 
the commanders of the three foreign ve3- 
sels that the Russians be surrendered as 
prisoners of war. 

The captain of the ‘'albot, being the senior 
naval officer, each time replied that he was 
awaiting instructions for his government. 

Americans Uphold Japan. 

None of the Russians are on board the 
American gunboat Vicksburg, whese com- 
mander considers that the Japanese are 
right in their demand, as the Russians took 
advantage of the clemency of the Japanese 
in returning to the harbor. then taking ref- 
uge on the foreign vessels and refusing to 
surrender, whereas the Japanese fleet re- 
frained from sinking them in the open sea, 
as they could have done.’ 

Losers Make Brave Show. 

A magnificent episode in the batth was 
the second sorti of the two Russian veseeis. 
With bands playing the national anthem, 
the international fleet loudly cheering the 
bravery and gallantry of the Russians, the 
Variag and Koreitz faced the Japanese fleet 
in what was certain death.

ENGLAND WATCHES RUSSIA. 


Fears Czar Has Designs on Denmark’s 
Fortresses and Danes Are 
Given a Hint. 


COPENHAGEN, Denmark, Feb. 13.—The 
British government has inquired if the Dan- 
ish government ts prepared to defend Den- 
mark’s neutrality, especially the important 
sea routes. Denmark replied in effect: 

** We will defend ourselves.” 

The construction placed on this inquiry here 
is that Great Britain appreciates the danger 
of Russia occupying Danish fortresses in the 
event of complications between Great Britain 
and Russia over the far eastern question. 

In consequence of the possibility of such 
an outcome the Danish war department has 
ordered the army reserves to be ready for 
mobilization throughout Denmark within 
twelve hours. All the regimental offices are 
open day and night. 


ATTACK REPORTED AND DENIED. 


Paris Story That Viadivostok Fleet 
Sinks Japanese Transports Called 
False at St. Petersburg. 


PARIS, Feb. 14, 3 a. m.—The Figaro this 
morning publishes a dispatch from its St. 
Petersburg correspondent telling of the re- 
ported attack on Hakodate by the Viadivos- 
tok division of the Russian fleet. This di- 
vision was commanded by Capt. Reisénstein, 
who last week replaced Admiral Distalken- 
berg, who had suffered a stroke of apoplexy. 
The correzpondent says that a report is cur- 
rent in St. Petersburg that before bombard- 


tered a fleet of Japanese transports and sunk 
several of them. 
Declared False at St. Petersburg. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 13.—The Russ, 
which today published a story of the destruc- 
tion of four Japanese cruisers and six trans- 
ports by the Rusisan Viadivostok squadron. 
will be penalized by the authorities for the 
publication of false news. 


MASSING TROOPS IN INDO-CHINA 


France Orders Mobilization of Force at 
Toulon for Service in the Far 
| East. 


PARIS. Feb. 13.—Dispatches received here 
from Toulon say that orders have been is- 
sued for the mobilization of additional troops 
for service in Indo-China. Officials declare. 
however, that they do not apprehend an at- 
tack on French territory in the far east by 
the Japanese, but that it is well to be pre- 
pared for all emergencies. 


JAPANESE TORPEDO BOATS SAFE 


Officially Denied at :okio That Russians 
Sunk Four Warships in Port 
Arthur Attack. 


TOKIO, Feb. 13.—It is officially denied that 
four Japanese torpedo boats had been sunk 
in the Port Arthur attack. It is added that, 
although the Japanese ships had incurred 
damage, none was sunk or disabled. 

Japanese officials here show little concern 
ever reports that the Viadivostok cruiser 
squadron would harass the coast of northern 
Japan.

War Fever Is High. 

The war fever, which has been aroused 
here and apparently all over the empire, or at 
least all over European Russia, in a single 
week is truly remarkable. Such patriotic 
demonstrations as have been witnessed in 
St. Petersburg since hostilities began has 
been all the more astonishing because of the 
public indifference during the period of nego- 
tiations and almost up to the hour when 
Japan struck the first blow at Port Arthur. 

But now, like a flash, the whole empire 
geems to have been lashed into fury by de- 
feat, and, like a bear when it is wounded and 
angered, it is prepared to fight to the bitter 
end. The dreamy Russian character has 
been stirred to depths of resentment which 
it will be difficult to understand abroad. 


Three Days of Cheering. 

The patriotic demonstrations here have 
been almost continuous for three days and 
they have been also entirely spontaneous. 
Some of them were extraordinary in char- 
acter. Today the school boys and students of 
the city, numbering thousands, marched 
bareheaded for hours up and down the Nevsky 
prospect, bearing flags, shouting and singing 
patriotic airs. They were followed by an 
enormous crowd. 

Like previous processions this one went 
first to the Anichkoff palace, where the dow- 
ager empress, who is very popular with the 
people, showed herself. 


Czarina Throws Kisses. 

"Later the boys and students completely 
surrounded the winter palace, and in re- 
sponse to their enthusistic cheers the czar 
and the czarina made their appearance. 
When the czarina blew kisses to the boysa 
vast shout went up which brought counter 
eheering from across the Neva. 

At the French embassy, which was next 
visited by the procession, Mme Pompard 
was compelled, in the absence of the ambas- 
gsador, to appear at a balcony and acknowl- 
edge the cheers for Russia's aily. 


Bands Are Kept Busy. 

In front of the barracks the various regi- 
mental bands in the city played the national 
Bymn to hurrahing crowds.

Kaiser Writes to the Czar. 

Col. von Schenk, commanding the Alexan- 
Ger regiment of the German guards, of which 
the czar is honorary colonel in chief, arrived 
here today from Berlin. He will present to 
the czar an autograph letter from Emperor 
Willian. 

Real Admiral Rojestvensk!, chief of the 
general staff of the navy, leaves here for 
the far east Feb. 16. 

A loyal address from the council of the 
empire was presented to Emperor Nicholas 
yesterday. His majesty, replying to the 
deputation presenting the document, said: 

“I thank you for the expression of your 


Sentiments and hope, with you, that God's

Europe Awakens to Full Sig- 
nificance of First Blow 
Struck by Mikado. 


PORT ARTHUR IN PERIL. 


Strong Military Forces Ready to 
Invest Russian Stronghold 
in Manchuria.

LONDON, Feb. 13.—Europe does not yet 
appreciate the full significance of the mo- 
:nentous events of the last week. It is under- 
stood that Japan has won almost by a single 
blow the virtual command of the sea. It 1s 
realized also that this success enormously 
enhances her chances of being able to inflict 
a prompt military assault, which further will. 
exalt her prestige. | 
It is not comprehended, however, that tho 
whole art of naval warfare has been revolu- 
tionized in the last six days, and that in the 
comain of politics the entire situation as to 
iuternational relationship has been altered. 


Japan Teaches All Nations. 

All critics agree that Japan has taught 
the nations the only effective method of 
waging war—namely, Initial velocity of ac- 
tion. The Times frankly admits that Japan 
has vastly improved upon British practice. 
It continues: 


“We have waged many wars and often |- 


struck hard and quickly by sea, but seldom 
or never has the army been ready to second 
this action at the outbreak Of war. Hence 
all the long, desultory, costly wars of the 
past.” | 3 
Japan Is Well Prepared. 

It is now an open military secret that Japan 
at the present moment is rushing forward 
not only an army to conduct a great cam- 
paign in Corea but a strong force of picked 
troops to cut communcations in Manchuria, 
in the rear of Port Arthur, and invest that 
stronghold by land. A combined attack by 
sea and shore can be expected there before 
long. 

It is necessary to correct the prevailing 
false impressions regarding the strength of 
the Russian forces in Manchuria. Dr. Mor- 
rison, the Pekin correspondent of the Times, 
recently completed a careful investigation 
of this point, and the Japanese information 
of course is still more complete. The real 
force is a fraction of what is named by the 
Russians themselves. Russia's habitual ex- 
aggeration in this respect was illustrated 
when China was compelled to pay an in- 
demnity to the powers for the expenditure in 
repressing the Boxer movement. Russia put 
in a claim for 179,000 men in Manchuria at 
$300 each. She actually had less than 50,000, 
and the acceptance of her estimate has yield- 
ed her $60,000,000 hard cash. _ 


Russia Mey Sue for Peace. 

Already there is talk that Japan will follow 
up its present advantage at such a terrific 
pace that Russia will seize upon the ‘out- 
break of hostilities in the Balkans and the 
impending domestic uprisings as an excuse to 
make early peace with the intention to re- 
new the struggie when really prepared, which 
at present she certainly is not. Political cir- 
cles scout this-idea, saying it would involve 
the confession that Russia is‘only a third rate 
power, whose vast bulk Is scarcely a greater 
element of strength than that of China. 
Dipiomatists argue Russia must retrieve her 
reputation as a fighting force at any expense 
of men and treasure, “4 : 


What the Hay Note Reveals. 

It is necessary to a full understanding of 
the great importance of Hay’s proposals io 
the powers to make clear the,whole purpose 
of the Russian war party, who deceived and 
forced the czar into hostilities. It was, and 
is still, their purpose to conduct the cam- 
paign with the sole object of gaining Pekin 
before the finish. Their policy will be dur- 
ing the war to incite China to some action 
which they can construe Into a violation of 
neutrality. They then will march on Pekin 
and depend on Germany and France to co- 
operate against anxdiplomatic effort to dis- 
place them. This secret purpose is so well 
understood in diplomatic circles that Hay’s 
note is warmly welcomed by all except pro- 
Russian circles. It is recognized as the most 
effective possible method of offsetting the 
conspiracy, and one which Russia herself 
has the greatest difficulty in finding plausi- 
ble grounds for opposing. . eet 


Corea and Manchuria the Prizes. 

The impression prevails, however, that it 
will be impossible to prevent both Corea 
and Manchuria becoming virtually prizes of 
the victor. Prompt and clear action by the 
powers at the present moment should, how- 
ever, suffice to prevent any further dis- 
memberment of China. This, of course, is 
based on the assumption the war is confined 
to the present belligerents, 

The consensus of European opinion on this 
point is that Japanese successes will tend to 
reduce the danger of a spread of war. It 
would be absurd for Frante to go to Rus- 
sia’s assistance if the latter proved unable 
to withstand Japan's assaults, even if the 
latter should drive out its opponent from 
Manchuria. 


WARNINGS SENT TO MISSIONS.

ing for the safety of its missionaries. | 

On Jan. 21 the following cable message was 
sent the Rev. Stephen A: Beck at Seoul: 
“ Wire us if there is any immediate danger 
to persons or property of our Corean mis- 
sion. The board recommends caution.” 

No answer to this dispatch was received, 
which was a favorable indication. 

The following message was sent by cable 
on Feb. 9: “* Mission advised to act prudent- 
ly. Secure the safety of women and chil- 
dren.”’

SENTIMENT INCREASES.

PARIS, Feb. 13.—One of the most notable 
features of the first week of*the war has 
beep the steady increase of sentiment here 
favorable to giving Russia every possible 
moral and sympathetic support. At the out- 
set the French officials and public generaily 
maintained that the interests of France de- 
manded that she keep clear of the possibility 
of any war entanglements growing out of 
the Franco-Russian alliance. 

This led some newspapers to assert that 
France was placing self-interest before duty 


followed until today official and public feel- 
ing runs strongly in favor of strengthening 
Russia in every way short of actual partici- 
pation in the war. 

It was thought that the large Dreyfus ele- 
ment would antagonize Russia, owing to the 
latter’s attitude toward the Jews, but, on the 
contrary, Joseph Reinach, the friend and 
biographer of Dreyfus, has published a let- 
ter declaring the honor and interest of France 
command her to affirm her sympathy for 
Russia and to loyally hold up the alliance. 


Sympathy Is Not Demonstretive. 

However, French feeling, which is usually 
demonstrative, has not shown any wild en- 
thusiasm in behalf of Russia. This is in 
marked contrast with the uproarious mani- 
festations at the time of the czar’s visit to 
Paris and other recent events. Two popular 
subscriptions have been opened for the 
wounded, one by the Russo-Chinese bank 
and the other by French newspaper men.

JAPAN’S VICTORIES CAUSE WON- 
DER IN LONDON. 


Results of First Week of the War in 


tion to Englishmen of All Classes— 
General Sarprise Expressed That 
the Mikado’s Fleet Should Have 
Gained Control of the Sea at So 
Small a Cost.

LONDON, Feb. 13.—The end of the first 
week of the Russo-Japanese war brings 
amazement as well as intense satisfaction 
in Great Britain, and the extent of the pop- 
ular jubilation finds no adequate explana- 
tion in the London press, which is careful 
not to offend Russia. 

Great Britain's far eastern ally has exceed- 
ed all expectations, and even the national 
and military officials who prophesied 
itial successes for Japan are surprised. The 
total or partial disablement of nine Rus- 
sian war vessels in the opening stages of the 
struggle is generally regarded by experts 
here as giving Japan control of the far east- 
ern 

Lord Salisbury’s much criticised treaty 
with the rising power in the orient now 
stands among the most popular steps under- 
taken by any British statesman. 


Deep Interest in the War. 


Countless deductions, both military and 
naval, are drawn publicly and privately from 
the dramatic events which have occurred 
since Monday, and all the inherent naval in- 
terest pervading the united kingdom has 
been stirred to its depths by the duel between 
Viceroy Alexieff and Admiral Togo. If the 
Iiritish themselves had been involved in the 
movements of the opposing fleets they could 
scarcely have followed them with keener 
zest. : 

What strikes those responsible for the 
naval policy of Great Britain as most re- 
markable is the extraordinary disproportion 
between the loss inflicted and the loss suf- 
fered by Japan. 

Naval Experts Amazed. 

The tmmunity of the fleets of the United 
States at Manila and Santiago astounded the 
naval authorities here, and now when Japan, 
to all intents, gains control of the sea with- 
out the loss of a single war vessel and with 
only four men killed, high naval and military 
officers in London openly confess that they 
are amazed. 

Putting Japan’s experience during the last 
week side by side with the results of the 
American engagements against the Spanish 
navy, the authorities here have come to the 
important conclusion that the efficiency of 
the navy personnel possesses an infinitely 
greater value over the material at hand than 
has ever before been attributed to it.

| Following War Panic Bankers and 
| Brokers Accuse Government of 


Double Dealing. 


BERLIN, Feb. 13.—Charges of double deal- 
ing little short of criminal are brought 
against the imperial government by German 
bankers and brokers, who today end the 
blackest week in the fatherland’s financial 
history.‘ This is the result of the war panic. 
The Berlin and Frankfort-on-Main. boerse 
losses are estimated as high as 100,000,000 
marks ($23,800,000), caused by the general 
slump in securities. The victims say that 
the crash is directly due to the official assur- 
ances of peace, which proved to be false. 

Up to within twenty-four hours of the diplo- 
matic rupture between Japan and Russia 
the Norddeutsche Allgemeine Zeitung, the 
moutnpliece of the foreign office, insisted that 
the war danger existed only in the British, 
French, and American newspapers. Acting 
on these assurances the German fimanciers 
maintained their traditional calm and trans- 
actions continued on a normal basis. Still 
preaching peace, the government induced the 
Berlin banks to take at the rate of 91 the new 
Russian 3 per cent loan of 70,000,000 matks 
($16,660,000). 

‘Next day Japan and Russia broke off rela- 
tions, the new loan fell to 85, securities of all 
+kinds tottered, and panic seized the market 
to an extent that could hardly have been 


} more disastrous had Germany itself been at 


war. The boerse people ridicule the idea that 
the German foreign office was so wretchedly 
informed as to think war preventable twenty- 
four hours in advance of its actual inception, 
Heated demands are made for official ex- 
planation. 


MEMORABLE DAY FOR JAPAN. 


Emperor Refers to War on Celebration 
of 2,564th Anniversary of Acces- 
sion of Present Dynasty. 


TOKIO, Feb. 13.—On the occasion yester- 
day of the 2,564th anniversary of the ac- 
cession of Emperor Jimmu, founder of the 
dynasty, a banquet was given by the pres- 
ent emperor at the imperial palace, and his 
majesty addressed his guests as follows: 

“Upon the occasion of this memorable 
anniversary it gives me great pleasure to 
entertain the foreign representatives, min- 
isters? officers, and other distinguished per- 
sons. It is indeed with deep regret that 
circumstances beyond our control compelled 
us to sever peaceful negotiations with a 
neighboring power. 

*“‘We, however, are pleased to say that 
our relations of friendship are daily increas- 
ing in cordiality with the powers so worth- 
ily represented here, and that we desire most 
earnestly to draw these relations still closer. 

“We propose the health and happiness of 
the sovereigns of these powers.” 


JAPAN EXTENDS ITS SYMPATHY. 


Emperor, Through His Minister in 
Washington, Sends His Condolence 
Baltimore Conflagration. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 13.—The Japanese 
minister. Mr. Takahira, called at the state 
department today.

BERLIN BOERSE IN BITTER MOOD 


CHINA WILL BE NEUTRAL. 


EMPEROR’S EDICT FOR SAFETY 
OF FOREIGNERS. 


United States Is Officially Notified of 
the Issue of a Proclamation at Pe- 
kin Enjoining Viceroys to Observe 
the Strictest Noninterference Be- 
tween Russia and Japanand to Pro- 
tect Life and Property—Engliand 
Asks Changes in Hay Note. 


Washington. D. C., Feb. 18.—[{Special.]— 
China has proclaimed neutrality between 
Russia and Japan. Sir Chentung Liang 
Cheng, the Chinese minister here, called at 
the state’ department today and formally 
notified Secretary Hay that the emperor of 
China had issued a proclamation of neu- 
trality. 

The minister’s cabiegram contained the 
further information that in issuing this proc- 
lamation the emperor had in the strongest 
terms enjoined upon the viceroys and the 
governors of ,the provinces to adopt every 
precaution for the protection of foreign life 
and property in their respective territories. 

The minister: feels that there is now no 
danger to be apprehended of attacks upon 
foreigners in China In view of the strong 
language of the proclamation and its speedy 
distribution, 


Fear Flight of Chinese Court. 

There is grave danger of the flight from 
Pekin of the Chinese court if it is not speed- 
ily convinced that there is no danger of &’n 
invasion of China by one or the other of, the 
belligerents. The state department has 
been warned by China itself that the result 
of this flight would certainly be a general 
uprising against foreigners that. might re- 
sult in massacres. And the end would be 
perhaps the disruption of China. In this 
event it is believed here that the neutral 
powers would make off with the lion’s share, 
the belligerents being too much occupied 
to prevent them. | 


Japan’s Attitude Defined. 
TOKIO, Feb. 13.—The Japanese govern- 
ment has officially defined Japan’s attitude 
toward the neutrality of China, It says 
China should observe strict neutrality and 
lays down the following principles: 

‘* First—The belligerents are morally bound 
to reduce to a minimum the area of war. To 
this end the war operations should be geo- 
graphically limited. 

‘“‘Second—The number of belligerent powers 
should be reduced as much as possible, and 
the war should be confined to Japan and 
Russia.in order to prevent a general con- 
flagration. 

Order Must Be Maintained. 

“Third—It is of the utmost importance 
that order be preserved throughout the in- 
terior of China and at the treaty ports. 
Therefore, Japan has instructed her min- 
ister at Pekin to urge upon Prince Ching 
that China scrupulously observe neutrality, 
maintain order, and refrain from furnish- 
ing supplies to the belligerents. China 
should also keep sufficient garrisons at Shan 
Hai Kwan and other strategic points to 
prevent a breach of neutrality and see that 
all territory except Manchuria is free from 
war operations. 

“Tinder the foregoing conditions Japan 
will respect China's neutrality.” 


AMERICAN RED CROSS PLANS. 


Executive Committee Decides to Author- 
ize Organization of Corps for 
the Far East. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 13.—It was décid- 
ed by the executive committee of the Ameri- 
can National Red Cross today to authorize 
those who applied to engage in Red Cross 
work in the Russo-Japanese war to effect 
such organization for the purpose as may be 
practicable, with the sanction of the com- 
mittee and such support as might be avalil- 
able. Among those who have made applica- 
tion are two prominent medical men. 


DESTROY AMERICAN PROPERTY. 


San Domingo Insurgents Continue Tac- 
tics Which Are Severely Testing 
Patience of State Department. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 13.—Minister Pow- 
ell has cabled the state department that 
American property interests in San Domingo 
are suffering heavily as a result of the in- 
surrection. This is true of the property near 
the city of San Domingo and in the lines of 
the revolution. The minister says: 

‘*It is reported to me that at Santa Fé the 
cattle on the estate of the Bartram company 
of New York, numbering about 500 and used 
in sugar production on the plantation, have 
nearly all been killed. The telephone line 
between this city and Le F, the property 
of an American company, has been destroyed, 
also an engine used by the San Domingn 
Improvement company, an American cor- 
poration; also, a handsome residence belong- 
ing to the Clyde Line company and occupied 
by their agent was set on fire and destroyed. 
These are just a few of the acts of wanton 
destruction which have been perpetrated. 
The French residents are suffering equally 
with our own.” | 

The patience of the state department is 
being severely tested by these continued re- 
ports and some action may be taken in the 
hear future.

MRS. LYON AND DAUGHTER 
IN A CARRIAGE ACCIDENT. 


Vehicle Shattered Between Grip Car and 
“TL”? Road Support, but Occupants Are 
Not Injured—Traction Men Blamed. 


Mrs. Thomas R. Lyon of 72 Astor street 
and her daughter, Miss, Harriet Lyon, had 
a remarkable escape from death yesterday, 
when the carriage in which they were riding 
was struck by a Wabash avenue cable train. 

The accident occurred in Wabash avenue, 
south of Adams street. The carriage be- 
longed to the Columbia Livery company, and 
the driver was 8S. D. Dunham. Dunham said 
he was driving north on the track and was 
about to turn east towards the curb when 
the cable train struck the rear of the carriage. 

The carriage was pushed along about forty 
feet, until it was caught between the grip 
car and a support of the elevated road, when 
the gripman succeeded in bringing his car 
to a standstill. The force of the impact 
crushed the vehicle as if it had been an egg- 
shell, but neither Mrs. Lyon nor her daughter 
was injured.

PROTEST:AT RING TRIGK. 


DENEEN MEN IN M’HENRY COUN- 
TY CHARGE TRICKERY. 


Declare Caucus Dates Were Changed, 
Secretly So as to Come Before the 
State’s Attorney’s Trip Through the 
District—Assert Request for Ballot 
Primaries Was Refused, Although 
Signed by 1,000 Voters—West Says 
Opposition Is Alarmed. 

Charges of trickery and unfair dealing 
the’ part of controlling rings to defeat the 
wishes of the people mark the latest devel- 
opments of the race for the nomination for 
governor. 

Attention was called yesterday to an up- 
heaval in McHenry county which stirred the 
managers of Charles 8. Deneen’s campaign 
and caused excitement at the headquarters 
of Frank O. Lowden. Friends -and sup- 
porters of Mr. Deneen in McHenry, where 
he will make a number of speeches this week, 
came in with reports of an underhand scheme 
being played by the manipulators at Wood- 
stock to prevent Mr. Deneen getting the 
delegates. 


They said that in the first place the county 


committee refused to allow a ballot primary 
notwithstanding more than 1,000 republicans 
had petitioned for it. Instead they were held 
down to the old fashioned town caucus, 
something that only the professional poli- 
ticians attend, and they select the delegates 
to the county convention. It is claimed that 
the committee designated Feb. 20 as the day 
On which these caucuses should be held in 
all towns. 

But the Deneen supporters learned night 
before’ last that the program had suddenly 
been changed and that the call was out for 
caucuses to be held yesterday afternoon 
in the towns of Harvard, Hebron, and Rich- 
mond, which have nearly one-third of the dei- 
egates to the county convention. 

Sentiment in the town is said to be largely 
in favor of the state’s attorney. Mr. Deneen’s 
friends insist that if the caucuses were held 
after he had addressed the voters Mr. 
Deneen would carry every one of them. The 
bosses, they said, knew this to be the situa- 
tion, and that their only show of securing 
the delegates was to have the caucuses in 
advance of Mr. Deneen's coming. 

Luman T. Hoy denied that there was any 
trickery in “‘ splitting up the caucuses and 
stringing them out over several days."’ He 
declared that the time of holding caucuses 
In the several towns is something the town 
committees control; that these committees 
can act on a recommendation of the county 
committee or not, just as they please. 


UNITE FOR DELEGATE FIGHT. 


Republicans, Start New Organization to 
Secure Change in Convention 
Methods—Officers Chosen. 


An organization ‘“‘ to make it possible for 
the people to select convention delegates to 
represent them ":was formed at the Sherman 
house yesterday. “ For twenty-five years,”’ 
said J. W. Munn, one of the principal par- 
ticipants, ‘‘the selection of delegates has 
been in the hands of a little ring.

And when one 
went a-wooing one would be appreciated at 
one’s true worth. The courting of widows 
would appear to be a much less serious mat- 
ter than the courting of maids; as a rule it is

Far be it from me to argue that all legis- 
lators who have no-income aside from that 
which they derive from the government are 
necessarily corrupt. This country in partic- 
ular furnishes many striking and illustrious 
examples of men who have spent their entire 
political life at Washington, living well with- 
in their relatively small stipend, and so irre- 
proachable in their dealings that no breath of 
suspicion has ever tarnished their fair name 
thropghout their public career. But it is 
only by degrees that they acquired that con- 


the crowning glory of their political life, and 
at the outset thereof they were like so many 


expressed as to what they expected to make 
out of their jobs. This is indeed an inquiry 
which is likely to be put in one form or-an- 
other with regard to every man who adopts 
politics as a profession without having an in- 
dependent means of livelihood. Does not the 
fact that it occurs demonstrate the sagacity 
of Dr. Hadley’s advice when he urges young 
men, while fulfilling their duty as citizens, to 
abstain from embarking upon a purely polit- 
ical career until they have an independent 
income of their own? | 

Then, too, there is always the feeling that 
the man who has achieved sufficient success 
in business to acquire pecuniary independ- 
ence is likely to bring into the councils of the 
nation more valuable fruits of hard earned 
experience as regards both men and affairs 
than the politician pure and simple. The ex- 
tent to which this is felt in this country was

Before his new ideas got hold of Herr Salo- 
monson he lived at the rate of $5,000 a year. 
“Now,” he says, joyfully, *“‘I can live a 
healthier life on $250. My diet varies, but 
the following may be taken as my general 
rule: For breakfast I have raw turnip— 
eut into thin slices—with a little watercress 
and some filberts and apples. At midday I 
have leeks and potatoes and some Brussels 
sprouts steamed. My ‘tea’ is the same as 
my breakfast.” 

Herr Salomonson does not pose as a medi- 
cal professor in any way. “If people do as 
I do they will need no doctors,’’ he says. 
‘‘There are hundreds of people throughout 
Europe who have given up doctors and fol- 
lowed my teachings, with much benefit to 
themselves.”’ 

Although he is a devout vegetarian, he is 
not particularly fascinated with vegetarians 


as a body.

} Ottawa, Ont., Feb. 11:—(Special Corre- 
spondence.]~—The extent of Canada’s co- 
Operation in imperial defense is evidently 
‘not quite understood over in England. The 
acceptance of a seat in the imperial board 
by Sir Frederick. Borden, minister of militia, 
involves no change, as some seem to suppose, 
in the attitude of the government of Canada 
on the subject of contributions to imperial 
defense. 

The refusal of Canada to make a direct con- 
tribution stands, and the reorganization, now 
proceeding, of the Canadian defensive forces 
is regarded as an important, considerable, 
and sufficient indirect contribution. Sir 
.Frederick’s appointment to the board en- 
ables Canada to be heard In matters concern- 
ing her own defense, but does not commit 
-the country in the slightest degree to military 


colony. 
Balfour Attaches Significance. 

Mr. Balfour, prime minister of Great Brit- 
ain, is disposed to attach greater significance 
to Canada being represented on the imperial 
defense committee than any one heré is will- 
ing to acknowledge. : 

In his Manchester speech he said he had 
changed his opinion as to the impractica- 
bility of closer union with the colonies, and 
the change had been brought about through 
the establishment of the new committee of 
imperial defense. On more than one occa- 
sion within the last three years he had ex- 
pressed an opinion that what he might con- 
sider organic or constitutional union with 
the colonies was, so far as he could see, im- 
practicable and that closer union, if it could 
be attained, must be looked for in the direc- 
tion of fiscal union. 

He still held to all that he had said on the 
value of fiscal. union, but was not sure now 
that fiscal union was the only direction, in 

which closer union might be sought, because 
something had been done within the preced- 


ing two months to bring about the develop- 
ment of a body in whose labors every part | 


of the empire might and could have a share. 
He illustrated this by a reference to Sir 
Frederick Borden's appointment in the fol- 
lowing words: 

‘* Let me tell you what occurred the other 
day. The minister of war for Canada came 
over to thisi country to discuss with the 
colonial office and the war office, but. par- 
ticularly with the war office, certain impor- 
tant questions connected with the develop- 
ment of the Canadian militia. 


Cabinet Meeting Attended. 
“TY immediately, with the consent of the 
cabinet, asked him if he would attend a 


witness, not as a suppliant, but as 
a members, and as a member the Canadian 
minister for war joined in our delibera- 
tions.’’ 

It will be seen that Canadian codperation 
in the ‘‘common questions of imperial de- 
fense ”’ is inferred by the British prime min- 
ister. If this is a correct assumption, then 
It must be cotperation without contribution 


\ towards the *treasure chest. The intentions 


of the Canadian cabinet, on this point, as re- 


.peatedly declared on the floor of parliament 


and elsewhere, are too clear to leave any 
room for doubt on the part of any one who 
has heard or read the remarks of ministers 
dealing with the subject. , 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier, in a speech shortly 
after the opening of parliament last session, 
said repeated efforts had been made to con- 
nect Canada with the imperial military 
system, and there was a school in Great 
Britain, especially in the military world, 
whose object for years past had been “to 
bring Canada into the military organization 
of Great Britain.” This his government has 
avoided. 
Canada’s Position Defined. 

On a previous occasion, April 15, 1902, he 
clearly defined Canada’s position. It was 
described not merely as a refusal to con- 
tribute but as a refusal to “ consider the 
military situation,’’ a refusal even “ to dis- 
_cuss a scheme for the general defense of the 
-empire.’”’ And the reason he gave for the re- 
fusal was that it**“ would be the most sui- 
cidal policy that could be devised for Canada 
to enter into the vortex in which the nations 
of Europe, England included, were engaged.”’ 
It would be, undoubtedly, from the stand- 
point of the ministerial party's interests 
among the French speaking majority of the 
province of Quebec. | 

The cue given by Mr. Balfour has been 
actively followed up by prominent men and 
newspapers of both parties in Great Britain. 
Mr. Asquith, home secretary in the late 
liberal administration, brought the subject 
to the attention of the British Empire league 
at its last meeting. He moved a resolution 
expressing satisfaction at the step ‘‘ towards 
imperial military codperation’’ that had 
been taken by the admission of the Cana- 
dian minister of militia to the committee on 
imperial defense.

ACCEPT with pleasure and am extremely honored 
by the invitation which the editor has given me. I 
take advantage of it with gratitude, inasmuch as 
it affords me the opportunity of giving expression 
to ideas which are favorable to my country and at 
the same time are founded on truth and justice be- 
fore the American public, which seriously occu- 
pies itself wigh questions of high political impor- 
tance and of international interest. | 

As a general rule, a distinct idea is entertained 
in foreign countries of what Spain ts, thinks, and 
desires; and America is by no means free from the 
mistaken and injurious notions of my country 
which are almost universally current. This may, 
perhaps, arise from:the fact thet the studies of the 

great writers are confined to the centuries when the inquisition and intol- 
erance were the scourge of the kingdoms of the peninsula or are limited 
to the more recent period of interna] discord. The notion which the gen- 
erality of Americans has conceived of us represents us as a people crystal- 
lized by the influence of a haughty theocracy, or as a survival of medieval 
¢imes and habits. 


NATURAL result of the settlement of the Alaskan 
boundary dispute is the vigorous demand for a 
permanent Anglo-American arbitration treaty. The 
question is therefore pertinent whether such a con- 
vention would at the present time be capable of 
ratification by the senate. The experience of the 
United States since 1897, when the Olney-Paunce- 
fote treaty was rejected, has been significant. 

In 1899 our government participated in the 
peace conference at The Hague, and subsequent- 
ly adhered to the treaty for the establishment of 
the permanent court arbitration. 
the United States definitely took its stand in favor 
of the settlement of international disputes by 
peaceful methods. In 1902 this country shared 

with Mexico the honor of submitting to The Hague tribunal the first con- 

troversy referred to that court.. Still more noteworthy was the negotia- 
tion and ratification in February, 1903, of the Alaskan boundary treaty, 
by the terms of which a territoria] dispute of grave character was sub- 


mitted to a court composed of three English and three American commis- . 


sioners. The last seven years has brought the United States nearer to 
England because of the removal of barriers which have hitherto kept the 
two nations apart. If today there were submitted to the senate an Anglo- 
American arbitration treaty it would be welcomed with much more friend- 


ly interest and less venomons opposition than that which confronted the 


eonvention of 1807.

Undoubtedly, literary men and politicians who are capable of judg- 
ing us correctly do exist, but the tmmense majority believes or imagines 
that even today the shadow of Torquemada and Philip Ll, is over us all, 
and knows nothing of the rebirth of Spain to a life of progress, of the splen- 
dor of our universities, of the works of our glorious masters of science and 


art, of our century long struggle for liberty, or of the triumph of that pa- | 


cific democracy which gives its character to our institutions and our juris- 
prudence. Possibly it is owing to this spirit of forgetfulness and to a fail- 
ure to understand our attitude as regards international relations, that we 
have to deplore a constant predisposition on the part of American public 
opinion to indifference and to dislike.

We have no need to indulge in empty self-glorification. Since the 


‘To attempt to outline a particular form of treaty likely to meet with 
senatoria) approval would be futile; to elaborate a plan designed primari- 
ly to satisfy lovers of peace would savor of the academic.

ing the selection of an unbiased judge. ‘Those of the third class were to 
be submitted to a tribunal of six judges—three American and three English. 
If a matter in dispute were deemed by either nation to involve the de- 
cision of a principle of grdat importance affecting national rights, the mat- 
ter was to be treated as a claim of the third class. It will thus be seen 
that a court of arbitration was contemplated for the settlement of minor 


disputes, and a different type of tribunal, a court of adjudication, was to 


determine controversies of grave national character. 

The senate committee on foreign relations inserted, among other 
amendments, the provision that any agreement to submit a dispute to ar- 
bitration should first be concurred fa by the president and senate on the one 
side, and by the crown on the other. It was also demanded that Ameri- 
can judges or arbitrators should in every event be appointed by and with

in part of representatives of the parties to the dispute, is bound to reach 
a conclusion by reason of its uneven number of judges, and the decision 
is not likely to cause a miscarriage of justice. A permanent treaty pro- 
viding for the reference of pecuniary claims to The Hague tribunal! ought 
not to be subject to serious criticism. 

There is still a reluctance on the part of many senators to intrust to a 
foreign and neutral jurist, irrespective of his integrity and learning, the 
final decision of a controversy involving a territorial claim maintained by 
the United States. This reluctance seems to be the greater when the ad- 
verse claimant is Great Britain. Equally strong, however, is the opinion 
that Anglo-American controversies of grave character, although not arbi- 
trable in a strict sense, are still capable of settlement by conciliatory meth- 
ods, and that without recourse to the good offices of a friendly state. |

She and not the cook is at fault 
if the soup is not well seasoned or the meat is burned. The ice box and 
larder are not accessible to the cook. These stores are kept ‘under lock 
and key; and each day the cook receives so much flour, butter, and eggs. 
| ** Besides the immediate housekeeping, most of us do the family mend- 
ing and sewing. To be sure, as the size of the family increases one maid 
is not held sufficient, but three are considered a great many. When the

Real estate men find interesting material 
for thought in the new manufacturing cen- 
ters that are springing up along the inner 
belt line at Forty-sixth avenue, six miles 
out on the west side.

HAS COMPLETED ITS PURCHASE 


Drexel Estate Property Bought by Com- 
monwealth Company an Event 
of Last Week. 


By the purchase last week of two tracts of 
land from the Joseph W. Drexel estate, ag- 
gregating 182,000 square feet, the Common- 
wealth Electric company completed its final 
purchase of land in connection with its south 
side works.

O draw something more than one’s salary on a type- 

writer is a suggestion that may not have appealed to 

even the most expert operators on that wonderfully 

adaptable machine. But that a painstaking typewriter, 

who has some idea of drawing, may accomplish this, 
and incidentally add to his @alary, also, is suggested here- 
wih by THE SUNDAY TRIBUNE, which offers a series of 
seven prizes, aggregating $75, to be distributed according to 
merit among those competitors submitting the seven best 
drawings that shall be executed solely with the typewriter, 
using only the machine characters that are to be found in 
any standard writing machine. 

In this contest the subject of the machine made sketch 
may be of the individual contestant’s own choosing. Upon 
whether it be of complicated and artistic makeup, or 
Whether it be of freakish or humorous simplicity in mechan- 
fem, depends its classification with reference to the prize 
awarded; for instance, a comical or freak drawing, executed 
in a few easy lines, wou!ld not be in the same class with 
reference to the $30 prize as would the elaborate and artistic 
production of one who might have spent hours on a design.

The drawings must be ‘“ machine 
made "’ in the fullest sense of the term. 

But as to what may be done on the typewriter by one 
who knows his machine and something of the laws of 
perspectives may be a revelation not only to the layman 
but to the typewriter operator himself. As to just what 
dot, dash, letter, or numeral on the keyboard might lend 
iteelf best to an ocean view, for instance, would call for 
artistic taste as much as for mechanical ingenuity before 
the drawing would be done, but that a perfect knowledge 


. of the machine would be necessary is patent. 


Miss Flora Stacey, an Englishwoman, has done some 
remarkable work at machine drawing, and out of her experi- 
ences, which have been without competition, some facts 
helpful to contestants in Tue SUNDAY TRIBUNE may be 
given. As a first surprising fact, it may be said that shading 
is one of the easiest portions of the work of picture making. 
On the other hand, the making of a long, straight line is 
hardest. Curves and circles of considerable length and size 
are next hardest to do. The letter “ O,’’ in both capital and 
lower case form, is one of the most adaptable of letters on 
the typewriter, while figures seldom are available. Brackets, 
quotation marks, the dash, hyphen, comma, and period are 
among the best characters for effects. Architectural draw- 
ings are especially adapted to this work of typewriter draw- 
ing, and in whatever line the contestant chooges to enter, the 
continuity of his straight lines and curves and circles will be 
expected to approach those of the pen, while the artistic 
side of the design and shading and perspective will be con- 
sidered on the other side.

ETECTIVES are born, And then, after a long course of sprouts, they are made. 
And when the best possible detective outside of fiction has been born and then 
‘made over, his next door neighbor may look upon him simply as one of the quiet, 
civil men of the neighborhood, who goes about his every day routine of business 
with . good deal of the same breadwinning regularity that marks the groceryman 
on the corner. 

For instance, after the Chicago detective has been born and has grown up Into ig@tel- 
ligence and stature and waist measurement entitling him to a certificate of examination 
passed by the civil gervice board, he may get into the No. 18 shoes of the department 
and walk into the detective headquarters in plain clothes at the end of about ten years. 
Unless because of some unexpected and marked efficiency shown in the average recruit 
to the Chicego force, the average man may hope for plain clothes after twelve to fifteen 
years on a beat. | 

It is a long time to stand out fn the cold and snow and rain and mud and frost, but 
most men of the service have dons the stunts in all weathers with all composure, 
There is a salary of $1,000 a year while he waits, but in the meantime his No. 13s run 
into money. 

The city detective always has been open to sharp criticisms and to accusations of 
dullness. He may put on a Sherlock Holmes look and his star may be three thicknesses 
deep under his coat, but it is charged that Re has the lock step of the patrolman that 
can be seen around a plate glass corner by the most amateur of crooks. 


SERVICE MAN’S WORK. 
But when it comes to the detective field, the most inviting of all is that of the secret 
service of the government. There are the four branches of the work—that of the treasury 
department, dealing with counterfeiting and the like infractions of the law; the customs 


=~ 


service, having to do with smuggling and the escaping duties at posts of entry; the‘ 


internal revénue branch, which regulates the crookednesses of the liquor and tobacco 
businesses, and finally the detective work that is made necessary by the business of 
the postoffice. | 

To become a full fledged agent of the secret service under the United States gov- 
ernment reguires a special examination by the civil service commission at Washington. 
This examination is of a nature calculated to discourage all but the brightest detective 
talents and ambitiens. Just when the examinations are to be held is not known to the 
average headquarters of the secret service in the big cities. It is known only that 
before a candidate is invited to Washington to undertake the regular examination he 
has been called upon through the mails to furnish to the head of the secret service 
bureau such a Ist of answers to questions as would enable the average person looking 
the list over to know just a little more of the candidate than perhaps his own mother 
knows. 

As to what the questions asked of the candidate for the secret service examination 
are ,they are known only to the person who has gone through the mill. But it is certain 
that one of the first things that he needs establish on an unquestioned basis is his common 
sense, education, and judgment. If he have these he can learn the rest that fs required 
of him. 

WORK WOMEN CAN DO. 

When he has passed the examination the department to which he may be assigned will 
depend upon his fitness for the work. Many women find place in the secret service of 
the government, and as a special field for them the customs office is the outlet. On 
board the transatlantic liners, especially, both citizens and foreigners coming into the 
country have been spotted successfully by women agents of the service. 

‘A woman is a natural smuggler,’’ sald a custom house official, ‘“‘ and on the principle 
ef setting a thief to catch a thief, it becomes a good policy to set a woman to round up 
a woman smuggler. The logic of the American woman ts especially weak with reference 
to the tariff laws of her country. She cannot be shown that, having paid her good 
money for dutiable goods in Europe, she has not a constitutional right to bring these 
goods home with her at any cost. Many a time such women as these, talking with a 
chance acquaintance on shipboard, who also is ‘ bringing im just a few things,’ have 
been unable to imagine how the customs officer at New York or Boston or elsewhere 
has discovered her trinkets with pnerring accuracy. Of course the ‘lady who is bringing 
in a few things herself’ knows all about it.’’ 

As to the operations of the private detective agencies of the country, their recrutting 
possibilities are especially limited. It is one of the misfortunes of the business that for a 
younre man of the higher grade and better brain there aré so many other fields promising 


more of a future for him. | 


OF MEN NOT WANTED. 

‘‘ There is Just one type of candidate whom we never take,"’ said Manager Schumacher 
of the Pinkerton agency. “ That is the man who comes in to say ‘I have always wanted 
to be a detective.’ :We are always satisfied that such a man has got his love for the 
business through fiction, while the operations of a detective agency !s nothing but solid 
fact.¢ 
“The business of a detective agency is such that many types of men are needed. 
In some lines of work we cannot place any man who is under 40 vears old. In other work 
we need young men only. Just how these candidates are brought into the service would 
necessitate a story for each of them, with no two alike. Rarely we find that somewhere 
in some notable murder case, perhaps, a man may take some tack. in the unraveling of a 
mystery which brings him and his work before the public and the police. In such a 
case we may make such a man an offer tacome on the force, and as a rule such choices 
prove good men. But after the keenness of the candidate for detective work is estab- 
lished his personal character must be proved. 

‘From -ihe watch service of the Pinkerton agency a few detectives are taken, but 
as a rule it is not looked to as a recruiting field at all. It is hard to get just the men 
desired for the best detective work. A man who has al! that could be desired. of 
him for a detective ordinarily can find a better field for his endeavors. If he has the 
true spirit ir him, however, he may take to the work in spite of everything else."’ 


DETECTIVES MADE TO ORDER. 

For amateur detectives the state of*Arkansas has been more prolific perhaps than 
any otber in the union. It is a slow day in Chicago police and detective circles that 
several applications for sleuthing are nct received from that state. Some of the detective 
manufacturing plants in the east have worked off hundreds of pounds of tin stars in that 
state authorizing the wearer to detect and arrest on sight any persons whom he may 
detect breaking any section of the criminal code. 

“Pew citizens anywhere recognize their powers in any such situation,” said a 
well known lawyer. “If John Smith, as a grocer's clerk, should see a man trying to 
break into a house, or holding up a fellow man in the street, or in any other way com- 
mitting a felony, he may arrest him with all the authority that any policeman, or con» 
stable, or sheriff, or detective might bring to bear. And in case he comes. up too’late 


to see the offense he is just on the same plane with any officer, state or city—he must | 


swear out a warrant for the felon before the man lawfully may be arrested.’’

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RELIED ON SHARK 


“Provost Marshal of Dry Tortugas” 
Proved Effectual, Although It 
Was Harmless. 


HAT a shark could be employed to do 
sentry duty in a great fortress would 
hardly be expected outside the pages 
of sensational fiction, yet such w 
the condition of affairs. at the pris 
of the Dry Tortugas in 1863-'64. The fort- 
reas—one of the largest in the world—is bullt 
of brick and completely encircles the key of 
thirteen acres, the moat which surrounds it 
being half a mile around. 

Here, massed together, weremany hundred 
persons—prisoners of all grades, officers, and 
engineer workmen. Escape was an impossi- 
bility, yet there were constant attempts to 


reach wessels in the harbor or to steal boats | 


with which to go to Cuba, while one adven- 
tufous man sailed away ona raft. In all 
these efforts at escape the prisoner was 
obliged to lower himself from the porthole into 
the ditch or moat, which was fifty feet wide, 
ten feet deep, and half a mile long, swim to 
thé tide gate, and haul himself over before 
reaching open water. The drop into the 
moat was so fatal, being virtually a trap, 
that many schemes were suggested to stop 
the attempts. Sentries were redoubled, but 
to no purpose, and finally it was suggested 
that if a large shark were placed in the moat 
the prisoners would be intimidated and thus 
save their lives. 


Capture the Provost Marshal. 


Acting on this idea, a shark was hooked in 
thé outer channel and laboriously towed in 
by rowboats. At the tide gate planks were 
laid, and up this incline three score or more 
men hauled it, thrashing, beating, pounding 
the wall. Here the hook was cut out and 
thé ghark tipped over into its future prison. 
Fort a tew moments it was quiet. Then it 
made a rush up the moat, followed by a 
crowd of soldiers and the eyes of the prison- 
ers at the portholes and ramparts. 
the shark quieted down and assumed a reg-« 
ular and deliberate pace, which it kept up 
eontinually, night and day, swimming along 
the edge of the walk with its body turned 
slightly upward, one black, expressionless 


The shark was.a monster, 18 feet in length 
and of énormditis girth: a sand shark, but not 
a dangerous kind, though it was supposed 
by the prisoners to be a maneater ofa vicious 
type. It was immediately dubbed the pro- 
vost marshal by the prisoners, and not one 
essayed to swim the moat while it was on 


duty. 
Causes Copperhead Attack. 
That such a thing could be done without 
exciting comment, without being misunder- 
stood, was not within the bounds gf reason, 


and the administration was attacked by the | 


copperhead press for its diabolical! cruelty in 
using a maneater to prey upon unfortunate 
prisoners. The shark was perfectly harm- 
lesé, and paid no attention to anything. In- 
deed, it would not eat. lt was tempted with 
various dainties from: beef to fish, but all to 
moO purpose; it was never seen to eat, and 
probably died of slow starvation. 

Yet so large was it, so vicious in appear- 
anoe, thatin the three months that it patrolled 
the watery beat the prisoners gave it a wide 
berth. In fact, the huge, ugly, inoffensive, 


effectually 4id his duty as provost marshal 
that the casualties in the moat completely 
ceased. 


Exciting Sport in Capture. 

This shark was one of numbers caught on 
the outer reef, and as nearly al the catches 
were made with but one man, andina dinghy,

White Shark a Maneater. 


One of the most remarkable instances of a 
savage shark occurred on the New England 
coast some years ago. A party had gone 
out fishing on a yacht, and one man, thinking 
to secure’ better fishing, took a dory and 
rowed several hundred yards away from the 
yacht and began to fish. Suddenly he was 
heard to shout and was seen waving his arms, 
then striking at something; the next moment 
a huge shark dashed out ofthe water, falling 
partly on the boat and sinking it, and seized 
the unfortunate man. 

This was supposed to be a large white shark, 
the true so-called maneater, which attacks 
any prey and lives in the open sea. Itis the 
largest of all voracious sharks, a specimen 
having been taken in Australian waters 
which measured thirty-five feet in length. 
This monster when cut up was found to have 
dined upon an entire horse which had been 
thrown overboard ‘Thisshark is the tiger of 
the sea, with no fixed habitation, prowling 
from the tropics to the borders of the Arctic 
sea, following ships and preying upon living 
things. 


Largest Ones Hunted for Oil. 

This is by no means the largest shark. 
There are two others which undoubtedly 
range from fifty to seventy feet—the eastern 
rifmodon and the basking shark. The for- 
mer is common on the coast of Mauritius, 
where it attains colossal proportions, often 
sixty feet in length, and so powerful and 
active that when struck it has been known 
to haul large boats and their crews beneath 
the surface. The American basking shark 
was so common at one time on the New 
England coast that it constituted .ne basis 
ofan oil fishery 100 years ago, and the ani- 
mals were followed as are whales today. 

These huge sharks are provided with ex- 
tremely small teeth and a series of bonelike 
gills, and feed on small animals, never at- 
tacking man except with their tails. oft 
Monterey, Cal., these sharks congregate in 
vast 1@mnbers at certain seasons and can be 
seen basking or lying on the surface, pre- 
sumably to receive the warming rays of the 
sun. So much wealth in the way of oil at- 
tracted the attention of some Jamanese fish- 
ermen, who established a fishery here a num- 
ber of yearsago. The big sharks are curious, 
an@ have a singular habit of approaching 
boats and swimming along beneath them, or 
with the head just under the stern, In which 
position they are struck.

Rear Admiral George W. Melville, retired 
engineer-in-chief of the United States navy, 
is the authority for the statement that the 
next great battles fought on the sea are to 
be battles of the boilers, and this, coming 
from the Nestor of naval engineering in the 
United States, has prompted questionings 
on the part of the general public, which finds 
merely a news interest.in the results. 

The point which the rear admiral has made 
is in recognition of the fact that without 
the generation of steam to the greatest pos- 
sible degree, the efficiency of the best engines 
in the world is affected. and without the 
steam necessary to speed in-the chase and in 
maneuvers the best armed and best armored 
vessel afloat may be at the mercy of other 
vessels chasing ft, or, on the .other hand, 
it may be helpless when. a better sailing 
‘eraft shows its heels in flight. 


Naval and Marine Types Vary. . 


As between the transatlantic liner of the 
first class and the modern battleship or 
cruiser of the first class the boiler equip- 
ments are radically different. In the first 
class of passenger steamers designed for 
the peaceful navigating of the sea the type 
of. steam generator is the Scotch marine 
boiler, which for that work is as effective as 
meed be. For the warships of the powers, 
however, the water tube bollers of the sev- 
eral types have become almost universal. 
To the layman’s view the old Scotch ma- 
rine boiler is a great cylinder lying prone, 
with a firebox the full length of the boiler 
underneath and fed through Goors at each 
end of the furnace. Such boilers may be 
from eleven to sixteen feet in diameter and. 
long in proportion, with the water from which 
the steam is produced surrounding the fur. 
nace fires in a great outer cylinder. To heat 
this water and produce steam for driving 
heavy engines, the process is doubly slow, 
for the reason of the bulk of the water and 
the fact that the water at the top of the 
boiler may be hot and that at the bottom cool 
enough for one to touch with Nis hands. In 
such a boiler as this, too, a shot that might 
etrike it would put the whole boiler out of 
commission, pérhaps for all time. | 

On the other hand, the water tube boiler is 
built in sections, consisting of tubes of com- 
paratively esrhall diameters in which the 


. water is held, the tubes lying horizontally 


in vertical, narrow piles, between which the 
flames and heat from the furnace fires pass 
directly, the result being that whereas a 
Scotch marine boiler of a certain horsepower 
might require two hours in which to raise 
steam to a working pressure, the water tube 
boller would do the ‘work in half an hour. 


Built in Sections. 


In the water tube boiler, also, the fact 
that it is built in sections makes it pos- 
sible in case of damage to one of the units, 


out making! appreciable difference in steam- 
ing power. The two principal types of the 
water tube boiler in service in the naval ves- 
sels of the world are the Belleville and the 
Niclausse.

Most notable of these vessels so equipped 
are the Russian Variag and the Retvizan, 
‘which have been put out of the service al- 
ready by the Japanese, though in the case, 
of these vessels the character of the boilers 
could not weigh for a moment against a 
Whiteh.ad torpedo unexpectedly discharged 
against the Vessels’ hulls. In its class as 
a cruiser of 7,165 tons, the Variag was the 
fleetest ship.on the seas, doing almost twen- 
ty-seven miles an hour and maintaining the 
pace under all ordinary conditions. The gun- 
boat Khrabry, of 1,984 tons displacement, 
and the schooiship Okean, of 18,228 tons dis- 
placement, are the other Russian vessels 
fitted with the Niclausse boilers, — 

In the Japanese navy the vessels carrying 
these boilers are the cruiser Yaeyama, of 
1,764 tons displacement, the cruiser Niitaka, 
of 3,770 tons, and the cruiser Tshushima, of 
the sametonnage.

Easy to Replace Tubes. 

Charles M. Howe of Evansten, who wasan 
assistant engineer in the United States navy 
at the time of the Spanish-American war, 
has made a study of the boiler types in use 
in the navies of the world. ‘The Niclausse 
is a French invention which has gone 
through some remodelings in American 
works, to the end that a damaged tube any- 
where in one of these boilers may be replaced 
by a new one within five minutes, 

In a vessel whose tonnage an? speed re- 
quirements might demand the use of eight 
Scotch marine boilers of the clumsy type, the 
water tube innovation would call for, per- 
haps thirty of these units,’any one of which 
may be cut away from the battery and re- 
paired at a mcoment’snotice. For the accom- 
modation of these Niclausse boilers there 
would need to be, perhaps, six boiler rooms, 
separated by water tight divisions. 

Recognizing the boiler rooms as the heart 
of the great war vessel of the modern navy, 
the boilers are placed in the center of the 
ship and surrounded by the coal bunkers. 
Overhead is a protecting steel deck cover- 
ing, and over this a deck proper. As the 
armor of the ship dips only a short distance 
below the surface of the water these decks 
are an especial protection to the boiler rooms 
and engine room. The bank of boilers may 
be twelve feet high, and the top line of this 
may be twelve or thirteen feet below the sur- 
face. Between these decks and the sub- 
merged armor there is. protection against a 
Virect shot, but to the stoker far down in the 
blind ‘boiler rooms, under thousands of tons 
of water, the armor penetrating shell, fire, 
collision—all the dangers that meface the 
warship in an engagement are his, increased 
a hundred fold. His chance for escape in 
case of a sunken ship is one in a thousand. 
The glamour of battle is not for him. The 
shout and huzzah of victory, or the grim, 
set face of ont who sees his defeat before the 
blow for him has struck—they are beyond 
him. He shovels coal and removes ashes; 
and shovels more coal and more ashes; and 
still more coal and ashes—always with an 
eye to the steam gauges. and the water 
gauges, and with an ear to the messages that 
may come from the bridge as to the progress 
of the fight—provided the commander has 
thought it recessary to report’to the boiler 
rooms and the, engine rooms. 

in the battle; more than in the quiet navi- 
gation of quiet seas, a stpady hand and in- 
telligent judgment are necessary, and how to 
keep these in the height of a sea fight, where 
death may come to him without a moment's 
warning, this is the test that shall make a 
hero of the stoker rather than of the gunner.

One young woman, who isto marry an 
officer in the navy, is preparing herself, she 
Says, to travel in a trunk and a chafing dish.

Yes, domestic ideals are, practically, the 
same for the girl of today that they were for 
her grandmother—but the times are differ- 
ent. The old fashioned girl began in infancy 
to prick her fingers over samplers, and nine 
patch quilts, and the intricacies of double 
darning, and she dutifully baked her barrel 
of flour and roasted her turkey before she 
dared to dream of matrimony.

gers, cabs, and rooms. These vouchers are 
gonsecutively numbered and have stubs 
similarly numbered. It is the duty of a 
gierk or waiter to have the amounts on the 
wouchers copied on the stubs, so that each 
book when used will show how much income 
go the club it represents. 

Tn some clubs the member's name is also 
written on the stubs, as well as the amount 
ef his purchases. When a man peys cash 
he complicates this system, which works 
best when no cash payments are made. 

With no cash payments the total amount 
ghargead on the stubs of the bartender’s 
hooks would exactly tally with the total 
amount of bartender’s checks in possession 
ef the clerk at the end of the month. With 
cash payments some of these checks have 
been canceled and the amounts do not cor- 
respond. 

Varying Signatures Cause TYrouble. 
“The bookkeepers and the clerks have to 
earn their pay. A large club has from 700 
to 1,200 resident and nonresident members. 
Bome of the members have the same sur- 

es. In the old clubs, where all the mem- 
bers of a family belong to the same club, the 
game names recur often.

MAKING CAPITAL OF FIRE 


BALTIMORE DISASTER EMPLOYED 
IN CAMPAIGW OF INNUENDO. 


Some Brokers and Solicitors Try to 
Reflect Upon the Stability of Vari- 
ous Insurance Companies—Marshalil 
Field .Vrites to Agents of Baltimoré 
Companies That He Has‘ Not Can- 
celed Policies—Action One of En- 
couragement. 


Some brokers and solicitors seem to be 
undertaking to make capital out of the Balti- 
more fire by visiting various business men in 
Chicago and casting reflections or using in- 
nuendo as to the stability of some of the fire 
companies, endeavoring to have their policies 
replaced in companies which they represent. 

For two days agencies have been receiving 


ts | orders to cancel policies in some companies 


und remit for the return premium. The rea- 
gon assigned by the assured was that infor- 
mation had been received that these com- 
panies would be greatly debilitated on ac- 
count of the fire and might not be able to pay 
their claime. il 

In sOme instances the companies named 
were not involved in the fire at all. In others, 
the losses reported are not so great in 
amount as to cripple them. 

Insurance men during the day felt thata 
panic among the assured could easily be 
started by connecting certain companies with 
p> ssible rumors and the entire insurance fra- 
ternity would be affected Effort was made, 
therefore, to suppress indiscreet reports that 
were being circulated. Most of these rumors 
have originated for mere purposes of compe- 
tition as an argument to supplant certain 
rolicies with those that the broker or solicitor 
represented. 

Business houses have been investigating 
ine condition of the companies in which they 
are insured and ascertaining the effect of the 
Baltimore conflagration. The agencies pla- 
cing the business have been on the alert for 
all information and have protected their 
customers where they felt it advisable. The 
gcneral sentiment is, however, that there will 
be no failures with the possible exception of 
ene or two Baltimore companies. In the long 
run some companies may decide to retire, but 
policyholders will be protected by reinsur- 
ance, 

Marshall Field’s Encouragement. 

Marshall Field & Co, have written to agents of 
Baltimore companies as follows: 4 

** You will notice that we have not canceled any 
of our policies in your company, nor have we yet 
in any other policies in Baltimore companies. We 
still remember that companies located there in 
1871, when Chicago was destreved, paid us nearly 
$50,000 in cash. We desire to show our apprecia- 
tion now of that fact by a careful! consideration 
of theig.interests and to await a statement of their 
and future action from the companies 
direct after they have had an opportunity to make 
one. We hope they will soon be able to reéstap- 
lish themselves.’’ 

The Western Factory Insurance association has 
decided to get a specid! report on the effects of the 
fire, and Albert Blauveldt, the manager, left yes- 
terday for Baltimore. He wil! take up the condi- 
tion of fireproof and sprinkled buildings; also the 
possible checking of the fire had the risk been 
sprinkled in which the fire originated. 

Reports from Baltimore tndicate that the experts 
sent there from the different associations find it 
difficult, and in some cases’ impossible, to secure 
admission to the damaged buildings, owing to the 
fear on the part of the authorities that the build- 
ings are unsafe. 

Insurance men regard the Baltimore fire as the 
most iruportant one that has eVer occurred in fur- 
nishing’ experience with buildings of different 
varieties and grades of construction. 


Heavy Topeka Loss. 


The Topeka loss yesterday involving the large 
wholesale grocery house of Parkhurst & Davis will 
amount to about $400,000. Aside from the Balti- 
more fire, losses have been exceedingly heavy 80 
far this year. January brought a larger aggre- 
gate of smal! and individual losses than any other 
month for years. 

Following the Baltimore fire, there is much con- 
cern as to the condition of some of the surplus line 
compauies that have been bidding for business. 
Some of them have small net surplusés. So far 
no reports of an alarming nature have come from 
any of them. In Chicago some of the surplus 
liners have become exceedingly conservative and 
are declining business that they sought prior to 
the conflagration.

SAN DOMINGO ACT UNPROVOKED. 


United States Minister Powell Reports 
to State Department on Kill- 
‘ing of Johnson. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 13.~—The state de- 
partment has recéived a report by mail un-. 
der date of San Domingo, Feb. 2, from United 
States Minister Powell, of the killing by 
insurgents of J. G. Johnson, the second class 
machinist of the American cruiser Yankee 
on the morning of that date. The details 
furnished by the minister go to establish the 
fact that the killing was deliberate and un- 
provoked. He says: 

“This was no accident, but deliberately 
done, as during the morning they (in- 
surgents) had been firing upon two signal 
men who were waiting for the launch. One 


of these men, T. Hornig, had a bullet go. 


through his hat; half an inch lower he would 
have been killed.” 

The minister acted with the greatest 
promptness in communicating with Com- 
mander Heilner of the Yankee, and inform- 
ing the foreign minister of the outrage. He 
added: “I have addressed a note to the 
commander of the revolutionary forces de- 
manding ample satisfaction for this insult 
and for the death of this man. which I shal! 
send by a strong guard to the commander.”

Protective Association Holds a Meet- 
ing at Wellington Hotel, Hears Re- 
ports of Attorney, and Appoints a 

Committee te Enlist Interest of 
More Firms in the Work—Objects of 
the Crusade Set Forth and Compro- 
mise Condemned.

A meeting of the Loop Protective associa- 
tion was held yesterday at noon in the Wel- 
lingt6én hotel to decide whether or not to 
continue fighting the loop company along 
the same lines as heretofore. Representa- 
tives of seventy firms, with places of busi- 
ness along the line of the tracks, compose 
the association, and forty attended the meet- 
ing yesterday. 

Attorney Clarence N. Goodwin, who repre- 
sents the association, read his report of what 
had been accomplished. His report showed 
that the bill for an injunction restraining the 
city from interfering with the loop arrange- 


ments, entered in Judge Tuley's court, had f 


not been granted. The report stated that 
Judge Tuley had allowed the association to 
join-hands with the city in pleading against 
the company’s bill, and on the showing it 


had made had refused to grant the injunc- 


tion. 
Vote to Oppose Compromise. 
Communications were read showing that 
the company wished to withdraw the bil) 
and compromise with the city. The associa- 
tion voted that it was opposed to the attitude 
of compromise. 


Much discussion followed the reading of 


the attorney's report, and the meeting lasted 
an hour and a half. The final action took 
the form of a resolution to continue aggres- 
sive action in harmony with the city. - 

The details of improvement which the as- 
sociation will seek to bring about by its 
“aggressive action’”’ are mentioned as fol- 
lows: “The lighting of the spaces under 
crostings at the company’s expenée, the de- 
feating of the plans to extend the platforms, 
measures to deaden the-sound of the trains, 
and the abolishing of bookstands from the 
stations.”’ 

The city claims that the loop company has 
not even any charter rights whatever, and 
that certainly it has no right to take up 
space in the streets for stations and then to 
sublet space in the stations for trade pur- 
poses. It is on this contention that the asso- 
ciation will base its campaign. . 


Committee to Arouse Interest.

| BURTON’S CASE IS ON HEARING. 


Argument on the Demurrer of Kansas 
Senator to Indictment Against 
Him Begins. 


St. Louis, Mo., Feb. 13.—Argument on the 
demurrer of United States Senator Joseph R. 
Burton of Kansas to the indictment charging 
him with using his influence to prevent the 
issuance of a postoffice fraud order against 
tae Rialto Grain and Securities company, and 
receiving for such services $2,500, was begun 
before Judge Adams in the United States 
District court today. 

Senator Burton’s contention is that the ex- 
tent of the United States interest in the mat- 
ter was on the issuance of an order which 
would serve to stop the transmission of mail 
to and from the company, and that no ques- 
tion of governmental interest or policy was 
mvolved. He contended, through hie attor- 
ney, Judge Chester Krum, that no law of the 
United States was violated by him and that 
the United States has no legitimate Interest 
in the efforts of the Rialto Grain and Se- 
curities company to prevent the issuance of a 
fraud order against it. 

Senator Burton was in court. 
taurrer he admits that he accepted the 
money from the Rialto company, but says 
he did so merely as-an attorney, and that he 
did not agree to use his influence as a senator 
in preventing the issuance of a fraud order. 


ENCOUNTER ICE 35 FEET THICK. 


Greatest Difficulties Attend Efforts to 
Save Wrecked Boat Off the Mil- 
waukee Harbor. . 


Never before on the lakes have wrecking 
operations been pushed under greater diffi- 
culties than at the stranded car ferry, Pére 
Marquette No. 19, nine miles north of the 
Milwaukee harbor. The boat is in solid ice, 
thirty-five feet of it reaching to the bottom 
of the lake. If the boat were free it could 
scarcely move a foot. To get to the steamer 
tugs and car ferries have to go fiftcen miles 
and then come straight in from the lake. {[t 
is impossible to move anything near shore. 

General Manager C. H. Sinclair of the 
Great Lakes Towing company, who is su- 
perintending the wrecking vperations, says 
that the steamer is not badly damaged and 
were it not for the ice could be floated quick- 
ly. Divers are now trying to stop the inflow 
of water and a steam pump was got aboard 
over the ice with the utmost difficulty. It 
is impossible to get any power to pull the 
boat off the beach, as other vessels have 
all they can do to move themselves, 

It is the general opinion among marine 
men that the car ferry will stay where it is 
until the ice is out of the way. 


ALD. BRENNAN LOSES AGAIN. 


Gary Rules Adversely on Motion 
That the Judgment Be Set 
Aside. 


Judge Gary yesterday denied another plea 
for the release of Ald. John J. Brennan 
Charles McCarle, and Herbert §5. Kent 
from the bridewell, where they are serving 
sentences for complicity in election frauds. 
The matter now will be taken to the Ap- 
pellate court. W. 8. Forrest and P. C. Haley 
appeared for Brennan and his companions. 

Counsel read from affidavits setting forth 
that the judgment of the court should be 
set aside because no evidene had been taken 
to establish whether a contract existed for 
the care of county prisoners at the work- 
house. This same point figured in the 
habeas corpus proceedings and was decided 
adversely to Brennan.
